June 11 Vote 
Eyed for New 
School Here 


Grayling may be one step closer to voting 
on the construction of a second elementary 
school. 

The Crawford/ AuSable Board of 
Education agreed at their January 15th 
meeting to proceed with the District In- 
frastructure Committee's timeline towards 
a possible June 11th bond election. 

The school board also appointed a com- 
mittee to interview for an architect. 

Reynolds said that if a bond proposal is 
put before voters on June 11th and is ap- 
proved, he believes the new school could be 
ready to open by the fall of 1991. 

According to the timeline presented to the 
board last Monday, the infrastructure 
committee will be recetving a ‘‘ballpark 
budget’’ for its recommendations at its 
January 24th meeting. A finalized budget is 
scheduled for school board approval at its 
March 19th meeting. 

The following is a list of the infrastructure 
committee’s recommendations submitted 
to the board on Monday: 

Hire a construction management firm. 

Hire architectural/engineering firm by 2- 
19-90. 

Construct a new elementary school for 
grades K-2 at Grayling Elementary/foot- 
ball field site attached by a central kitchen 
and separate cafeterias. 

Modify the Grayling Elementary for 
grades 3-5, add office space and improve 
entries. 

Configure the Frederic Elementary for 
grades K-4, wall open classrooms, modify 
space for personnel, and re-roof the old sec- 
tion. 


Place al] 5th grades at the Grayling 
Elementary School. 
Improve elementary playgrounds, 


parking and traffic flow. 

Build for class sizes of 25 with rooms 
designed for 30. 

Equip a computer lab at each elemen- 
tary. 

Construct two pre-school classrooms in 
the K-2 building. 

Construct a football field/track complex 
at the high school site. 

Cap and expand high schoo! parking lot 
and pave bus corral, 

Engage Project Outreach to conduct a 
community survey. 

Property acquisition and field develtop- 
ment at middle school site.

Prosecuting Attorney John Huss issued 14 
felony warrants based on information gathered 
by the Crawford County Sheriff Department and 
the Michigan State Police during an in- 
vestigation that began in March of 1989. 

The arrests took place early Thursday, 
January 11, when officers from the Sheriff's 
department, State Potice from Houghton Lake 
and Gaylord and the Grayling City Police Depar- 
tment began rounding up the suspects from eight 
different residences in the county. The arrests 
were made simultaneously to insure that tnfor- 
mation about the sweep did not leak before the 
actual.arrests could be made. 


Lt. Jimmy Parker, a detective with the Sheriff 
Department, explained that the investigation 
began when his department received several tips 
about the drugs last spring. 

‘We got several tips and followed them up 
through undercover police activity which in- 
volved several drug buys,"' he said. ‘‘As the in- 
vestigation proceeded the county requested 
assistance, manpower and financial, from the 
State Police Narcotic Unit.” 

After that Parker said the two police agencies 
worked together to complete the investigation 
and make the arrests. 

Parker said Thursday's sweep was the first 
multiple drug bust in the county since 1986. He 
anticipates that additional arrest warrants will 
be issued as the investigation continues. 

In addition to marijuana, Parker said a small 
amount of cocaine was recovered during the 
search of one of the residences. 


KCC Asks Voters 
For Extra Millage 


Kirtland Community College will be asking 
Crawford County voters to approve a 1.5 mill in- 
crease for operational purposes at a special elec- 
tion on Tuesday, January 23. 

The new millage request will be for an in- 
definite time period instead of the five year 
limitation requested last October. College 
president Raymond Homer explained that the 
indefinite request will eliminate the need to con- 
tinually ask for millage renewals. It will also 
save the college the money it has to spend to 
finance its special elections. 

Kirtland’s 1.5 mills request passed in Crawford 
County on October 9th, 424 yes to 364 no, but was 
defeated in 14 of the district’s 18 precincts, losing 
by 685 votes. 

Crawford County voters in precinct 1 will cast 
their ballots at the Grayling Middle School, 
precinct 2 at the Frederic Elementary School 
and precinct 3 at the Lovells Township Hall. The 
polls wil! be open from 7 a.m. to 8p.m, 


State Asks For 
Rehearing With 
AMAC Case 


The State of Michigan wants a rehearing by 
the Michigan Court of Appeals concerning their 
ruling on an AMAC lawsuit. 

On Jan. 30 the state will ask the Court of Ap- 
peals to review their decision in the AMAC 
lawsuit against the state and its Department of 
Milltary Affairs, 

In tts Dec. 27, 1987, rullng, the Court of Appeals 
sald the circuit court has jurisdiction to hear the 
AMAC sult. The Court of Appeals also ruled that 
sovereign immunity from being sued does not 
bar contract claims against the state. 

In asking for the rehearing, George H. Weller, 
Assistant Attorney General, listed 3 reasons. 

1) The Court of Appeals’ opinion ts In conflict 
with three other opinions of panels of the Court 
yet no mention was made of the other opinions. 

2) A thorough source on the question of 
sovereign immunity in Michigan became 
available in December but was not available to 
the Court of Appeals when the case was pen- 
ding. 

3) The Court of Appeals made a mistake of law 
by overlooking a controlling principle of law 
from the Michigan conatitution.

Says Education Secretary Lauro 
Cavaios: ‘‘Frankiy, there has been 
very little education progress 
made in the United States. . . 
Reading and writing are the basic 
tools of learning, the crux of the 
academic enterprise. Without solid 
literary skills, we can never expect 
to see improvements in math or 
science, history or geography.” 

The two report cards were based 
on tests administered by 
Educational Testing Service of 
Princeton, N.J., to a sampling of 
students (11,000 took the reading 
test; 18,000, the writing test) tn 
public and private schools in 1988. 
The test results then become the 
primary source of data on U.S. 
academic performance, say of- 
ficials of the Education Depar- 
tment. 

Among their findings: 

* The more students watched 
television, the less proficient they 
were in reading. 

* Only one-fifth of 17-year-olds 
reported they daily read 
newspapers, books or magazines. 

* Students did better in reading if 
they had newspapers, magazines, 
books and encyclopedias at home. 

* Students did better in reading If 
thelr parents read frequently. 

I love that last finding. It means 
that if I had children, one of the 
best things I could do for them is to 
do one of the things I Jove beat -. 
read. 

Not that I needed the U.S. Depar. 
tment of Education to tell me that. 
My mother-in-law, a_ retired 
remedial reading teacher, has been

Ingham County 2 battleground 


VOTERS IN INGHAM County 
better batten down the hatches. 
This election year of 1990 promises 
to turn the 24th State Senate 
district -- which covers all but one 
township of the state capital’s 
county -- into a real political bat- 
tleground., 

Sen. Bill Sederburg, a 
Republican, after three terms has 
announced he won’t run again. 
That makes the 24th district fair 
game for both parties. It's con- 
sidered a swing district, either 
party could win. One of Mr. Seder- 
burg’s recent predecessors had 
been Democrat Ear! Nelson. 

What's so important about a 
single senate district, especially 
for Republicans? Control of the 
whole senate could depend upon It. 

With Democrats in firm control 
of the House -- so firm that even the 
most optimistic Republican won't 
promise a turnaround -- and witha 
popular incumbent Democrat 
seeking reelection as governor, 
Republicans must maintain their 
present control of the Senate to 
assure having any meaningful part 
is setting Michigan's legislative 
program for the next four years. 

* ® e 


ANOTHER REASON why 
legtslative advantage is so impor- 
tant in the next few years revolves 
around is congressional reappor- 
tionment. It will be up to the 
legislature after the 1990 census to 
re-draw Michigan’s congressional 
district lines to reflect switches in 


population. 
In addition, because of 
Michigan's relative population 


decline since the 1980 census, 
Michigan will lose probably two of 
its 18 present seats, which makes 
the re-designing job that much 
more significant. 

Political reality dictates that 
which ever party controls the 
process controls the results. 
Unless Republicans can maintain 
influence, their party’s voice in the 
congress will be adversely affec- 
ted. 

Legislative redistricting also will 
be at hand, but that’s done by 
Michigan's ineffective special ap- 
protionment commission; the 
courts most likely will make the 
final decision.

The name of the game is control. 
As the incumbent, Gov. Blanchard 
must be considered to have an edge 
for re-election. If Mr. Blanchard 
does win reelection, the last chance 
for Republicans to have any effec- 
tive influence on the legislative 
program for the next four years -. 
and on congressional districting 
decisions for the next 10 years -- are 
wrapped up in maintaining contro} 
of the senate. 

The Ingham County seat is 
crucial to control, because incum- 
bents have a natural advantage, 
and the incumbent won't be there 
in November. Two challengers 
will. It could go either way.

OTHER OPEN districts, both 
Republican, will include those 
being vacated by Sen. Engler, who 
wants to be governor, and Sen. 
Rudy Nichols, who wants to be a 
judge. Both are considered 
stronger chances to remain 
Republican than is the Sederburg 
district. 

Some other districts considered 
marginal by most political stan- 
dards include those held by Sen. 
Jerome Hart in the Saginaw area, 
Sen. George Hart in the Dearborn 
area, and Sen. Mitch Irwin's 
district which straddles the Straits 
of Mackinac. All are Democrats, 
and may attract heavy Republican 
attention. 

But the most promising way for 
either Democrats or Republicans 
to gain control of the senate is to 
keep the seats they now have, and 
win the Ingham County seat, too. 

That's why the empty Sederburg 
seat will get such heavy attention.

IT’S COMPARABLE to the 1986 
campaign in the 20th district senate 
when Sen. Jotin Schwarz of Battle 
Creek first won (Calhoun, Eaton 
Counties, plus Delhi Township in 
Ingham County). The 20th became 
open when former Sen. Harry 
DeMaso retired, and the smart 
money said the election could go 
either way. 

With popular State Rep. Dick 
Fitzpatrick, a Democrat, and Bat- 
tle Creek Mayor Schwarz, a 
Republican, going all-out, more 
than $500,000 was spent in the 
district. Sen. Schwarz won a pretty 
solid victory, and Republicans 
received control of the Senate for 
their efforts. 

This time out, spending could 
reach the million dollar mark in the 
Ingham County district. It's 
ridiculous to spend that amount of 
money on a single senate seat.
